WASHINGTON (AP)-Detroit 


Mayor Jerome P. Cavanagh 
proposed today a massive fed- 
eral effort to uplift American 
cities over the next 10 years — 
at a cost of. $240 billion to $250 
billion. 


"It certainly is not unrealistic 


in view of the obvious needs ol 
the American city," Cavanagh 
told a Senate subcommittee in- 
vestigating urban afflictions.' 


Cavanagh first called for an 


outlay at least euivalent to the 
$113 billion being spent on man- 
ned space flights and interstate 
highways. He said that sum 
should be used to achieve a re- 
birth of the city by 1976. 


"That would be a minimum 


figure.'' he told Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff. D-Conn.. to really do 
the job. Cavanaugh said, the na- 
tion would have to commit up to 
$250 billion in new funds. Cava- 
nagh said they should go into a 
city development fund patterned 
on the economic development 
pools of the foreign aid pro- 
gram. 


Existing Programs 


Administration officials have 


said the government already is 
putting some $28 billion a year 
into programs that aid the 
cities. A Cavanagh assistant 
said the Detroit mayor was 
sroposing a new effort, going 
seyond existing prograrss.

This is of vast 
importance in diagnosis of heart 
defects, studies of breathing, 
and other matters.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 


— When a Saturn 1 rocket flings 
a satellite into orbit,' its second 
stage enters a separate orbit 
and circles the earth like 
giant empty house trailer.

That's what the N a t i o n a ] 


Aeronautics and Space Adminis 
tration hopes to do. The agen. 
cy's Marshall Space Flight Cen 
ter has begun negotiating a con. 
tract to convert a Saturn I sec- 
ond stage into a manned space 
station. 


The contract, with McDonnell 


Aircraft Corp. of St. Louis, Mo., 
is expected to run about $9 mil- 
lion. 


Life-Support System 


McDonnell is to .build an air- 


lock that will connect a three- 
man Apollo spacecraft to the 
hydrogen fuel tank in the second 
stage and is to develop life-sup- 
port systems to make the tank 
habitable. 


The second stage, which uses 


liquid hydrogen and liquid oxy- 
gen for propulsion, is 58 feet 
long and weighs 23.000 pounds 
empty. Much of the length is 
taken up by the engine. But the 
hydrogen tank measures 20 feet 
by 21.7 feet — plenty of room 
for three astronauts to set up 
housekeeping. 


'Eliminate Decompression 
The airlock will be about 15 


feet long and 5 feet in diame- 
ter. It will be attached to the top 
of the second stage and ride in 
an adapter section between the 
rocket and the Apollo 'space- 
craft. 


Once in orbit, the three Apollo 


covers at each end. The astro- 
nauts will open one door and 
crawl into the chamber, closing 
the cover behind them. Then 
they open the other end and en- 
ter the hydrogen tank. This 
eliminates the need to depres- 
surize the spacecraft and the 
tank each time a man enters or 
leaves. 


There also will be an addition- 


al hatch on the side of the air- 
lock to permit an astronaut to 
take a space walk without 
depressurizing either of the cab- 
ins. 


Before entering the tank, the 


astronauts will make certain 
any leftover hydrogen is vented 
overboard and they will activate 
equipment to pressurize it. They 
also will electrically connect the 
Apollo craft's life support sys 
tern to the fuel tank-. 


Equipment such as work ta- 


bles, beds and experiments will 
be packed in containers at- 
tached to the walls of the tank.

ize President Johnson to call members of 
reserve and national guard units individu- 
ally to up to 24 months of active duty 
without declaring a national emergency. In 
part the move was made because of 
complaints that 
those 
allegedly "with 


enough pull" to get into such units were 
thereby practically exempt from fighting 
In Viet Nam and the burden was put upon 
draftees and regular volunteers. But in 
part it also gives the President an out as 
far as declaring a national emergency. 


Actually Air National Guard units are 


being 
rather extensively used 
in the 


current conflict although none has been 
called to active duly. The 
Pentagon 


estimates that about 8 per cent of all 
military air traffic to Viet Nam this year is 
provided by the Air National Guard and 
each of the 25 state Air Guard units makes 
about one run to Viet Nam per week. The 
units also provide transportation to United 
States hospitals for American wounded 
and assist in air support training for 
regular units heading for the war zone. 


Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara 


has'opposed the calling of reserve and 
guard units on the basis of a stated belief 
that they are not needed in the war at 
present and serve as back-up units in this 
country. It must be suspected, however, 
that the secretary may also feel that their 
use is not the most efficient way to fight 
the war. There are about 133.000 members 


of the units who have not yet had their 
basic training. But the old idea that the six 
months of active duty was not enough to 
qualify a man for combat has been 
discarded since draftees and volunteers 
sometimes get even less before they head 
for Viet Nam. 


There is some basis to the charges by 


senators that men sign up for reserve or 
guard status to avoid service in the war 
zone. But many who have enlisted in 
reserve units or the guard probably would 
not be drafted except in case of total war. 
These include the college students who 
postpone their six months of training until 
graduation but take part in the regular 
drills and summer camps, married men 
and fathers and quite a few who may even 
have been trying to fulfil a responsibility 
to the nation quite apart from the required 
military obligation. 


Fortunately, the President in calling 


individual reserve and guard members to 
active duty also must consider 
their 


civilian status similar to that which draft 
boards evaluate. The selective 
service 


system is unfair but it will not help just to 
create another equally unfair basis for 
sending men to war. 


However, once the elections are over, 


perhaps the President might even agree 
that a nation which will by then have some 
400.000 men in combat should announce a 
state of emergency. Certainly the situation 
is just as serious as it was when the Berlin 
Wall was built.

• Will it add to the value of the area 


and thereby upgrade city property? 


• Is its estimated cost within the city's 


ability to pay? 


When pondering these basic questions, 


one cannot help but conclude that Mayor 
Buckley, the Common Council and a 
majority of Applelon businessmen are on 
the right track when they support the 
central business district plan calling for a 
"new" College Avenue with elimination of 
angle parking. 


If change must be made, and it is in the 


best interest of the city at large, then it 
must be. There is no such thing as a catch- 
all plan to keep everybody happy.

There has been much recent comment 


In a number of Catholic publications 
concerning the attack on a nun by a mob 
of howling Catholics during one of the civil 
rights 
marches 
for open 
housing in 


Chicago. 


Writing in the archidocesan newspaper 


New World, assistant editor the Rev. 
William F. Graney declared: 


"For the first time in the history of 


this city, a nun was attacked on the streets 
of Chicago in a public demonstration. And 
the attack came from a mob of howling 
Catholics. The verbal abuse that was 
heaped upon her personally revealed that 
the same venom ran through many others 
of that mob who didn't throw bricks. It 
could hardly be called an accident that she 
was hit. She was a prime target. 


"To find a precedent for such a severe 


attack on a nun. one has to go back over a 
hundred years of U.S. history to the Know 
Nothings who burned an Ursuline convent 
in Charlestown. Mass.. in 1834. And maybe 
there's a connection. 


"The name fits both mobs. At least the 


crowd that ran amok on the southwest side 
gave conclusive proof they know nothing 
about Christianity... When the primordial 
premises of religion, the intertwined love 
of God and neighbor, aren't grasped at all, 
one has to wonder about all the effort. One 
ha? to wonder how deep the failure runs. 


"If Christ our Lord came down on this 


earth again and marched in that demon- 
stration. He would have been attacked the 
fame way. Especially if He had said that 
all men ought to love one another. That 
would have infuriated the mob all the 
more," 


The Catholic magazine America adds 


this comment: 


"These incidents happened in Chicago. 


But the sad truth is that they could well 
have happened in countless other Catholic 
communities across the land. The happen- 
ings in Chicago, in fact, are striking and 
immediate proof of the Church's failure 
over 
the years to teach 
and 
make 


meaningful — in classroom and pulpit — 
the 
principles 
of 
social 
justice 
so 


emphasized in papal writings for more 
than two generations. Those principles, 
and the doctrine of Christian love and 
brotherhood underlying them, have regu- 
larly been paid mere lip service. Now. 
collectively., we are reaping the whirlwind 
for our lack of real effort in presenting 
them." 


The magazine also comments on the 


statements about Christianity attributed to 
Beatle John Lennon and their relationship 
to the Chicago incident: "Christianity will 
go. It will vanish and shrink. I'm right and 
I will be proved right. (The Beatles) are 
more popular than Jesus now. Jesus was 
all right, but His disciples were thick and 
ordinary." 


And the editorial continues: "How 


'thick and ordinary" we must have ap- 
peared to the nonbelieving world if — 
even in spirit — we were in that Chicago 
mob that threw boulcs and rocks at a 
Negro protest march two weeks ago." 


Concerned about the growing alienation 


of the young from the Church and its 
teachings, the magazine concludes: "We 
?rcn'l going to make this terrible problem 
50 away by burning and banning all the 
Beatle records in the world. Someone will 
have to come up with a better answer than 
that."

rally when the candidate for 
governor paid his rare visit. 


But it is not especially 


important that these declara- 
tions were not made to a 
genuine audience. The reason 
why 
such statements 
are 


published when they say some-: 
thing new or 
touch 
upon 


relevant issues or are merely • 
interesting or provocative is 
the commitment of the news 
agencies to supply essential 
information for the voter. That 
is why the candidate's press 
agent is the most important 
man in the organization, ex- 
cept perhaps the treasurer.

to vote. Perhaps 1.6 million of 
them will actually vote next 
November in statewide elec- 
tions. There is an illusion

those who have the taste and 
the strength for it. But the 
slightest arithmetical calcula- 
tion will demonstrate to the 
individhal how long it would 
require to shake hands with 
the voters in his home town, 
or in single precinct of. the 
city in which he lives. 


Even Sen/ Proxmire, it may- 


be guessed, will confess that 
there are some towns in which 
he has not yet visited for his 
own uniquely agressive hand- 
shaking. In those communities 
a man or woman will probably 
never see candidates for gov- 
ernor, or lieutenant governor, 
or even congressman. The da- 
ily deluge of releases is there- 
fore an indispensable element, 
of modern politiial style. The 
candidate without a fertile and 
reliable ghost writer and press 
agent is about as helpless as 
one who is inarticulate in 
vocal communication. Some of 
these invisible and anonymous

much uncertainty has developed 
simply because in the beginning 
the government 
recommended 


them for a limited time. 


This was not because any 


harm was known to occur, but 
rather b°cause the Food and 
Drug Administration thought it 
better to be safe than sorry. So 
do I. 


As extended use continues to 


show no harmful results, the 
length of time over which they 
are known to be safe becomes 
greater. 


If there is any maximum time 


for using them, we haven't yet 
reached it. Probably they are 
safe to use as long as one 
wishes — but we can't say that 
definitely 
until we have had 


them in use that long. 


You can be certain that if 


there ever is any evidence that 
a time limit should be imposed, 
the government 
will say so 


promptly and explicitly. So far 
there is no such evidence.

Contradictions 
Confuse Look 


Of Prosperity 


Up-Down Picture 
Seen in Stocks, 
Profits, Pay, Prices

NEW 
YORK (AP)-If" the 


public is confused about where 
today's prosperity may be lead- dusk, 
ing, can you blame it? Just look 
at what the news offers as clues 
for the trends for tomorrow: 


.—Declining stock prices but 


rising corporate profits and div- 
idends. 


—Growing total of personal 


incomes but an upward spurt in 
the cost of living. 


—Soaring interest rales but a 


steady climb in the demand for 
loans. 


—Money supply still on the 


rise but the tightest money mar- 
ket in years for those who bor- 
row. 


—A big drop in machine tool 


orders but an increase in the 
backlog of orders. 


—Beefing up wage demands 


as unemployment drops but ex- 
uberant planning for business 
expansion despite the threat to 
profit margins. 


Auto Sales 


—Slowdown in auto sales and 


housing starts but a stepping up 
of total industrial activity. 


And to all these trends that at 


first glance seem to contradict 
each other might be added the 
situation in Washington. 


The 
monetary 
authorities, 


worried 
by 
the inflationary 


signs and fearing the overheat- 
ing of the economy as the 67th 
month of the business upswing 
nears, are clamping down on 
the supply of credit and exhort- 
ing bankers to make fewer 
loans to business. 


But the administration and 


Congress, preoccupied perhaps 
with the approaching congres- 
sional elections, are apparently 
leaving the fiscal problems of 
higher taxation and increasing 
government spending for reap- 
praisal at the end of the year. 


Only Guess 


The confused man in the 


street can only judge for him- 
self, and as best he can, what is 
likely to happen in the months 
ahead. 


Anyway, 
today's 
problems 


themselves take up most of his 
time. 


Housewives are 
trying to 


stretch family budgets around 
rising • prices—whether it's for 
food, or rent, or transportation, 
or medical care. 


Businessmen 
are wheedling 


their bankers for top priority for 
loans wanted for new plants and 
equipment or for increased ac- 
tivity at old plants. 


Bankers and savings and loan 


associations are competing for 
the investor's savings so that 
they can lead to business or fi- 
nance home mortgages. 


And many families have been 


priced out of the housing mar- 
ket by rising down payments 
and higher mortgage interest 
rates. 
Little Slowdown 


All of these factors, usually 


classed as brakes on the boom, 
have so far produced very little 
of a slowdown in over-all in- 
dustrial activity and consumer 
spending. The pace isn't as fast 
as in the first months of the 
vear but almost everyone con- 
sidered that pace dangerously 
swift. But the economy in gen- 
eral is still expanding-and in- 
creased defense outlays seem 
likely to keep it going. 


The experts seem just as con- 


fused-or at least as dividcd-as 
the public. 
Business and financial econo- 


mists are calling for the federal 
government to ease up on fecd-j 
ing the boom with increased j 
defense and civilian spending. 


Postpone Programs 


Government officials are call- 


Ing on business to drop or post- 
pone part of its program for 
capital investment in new plants 
and equipment And the officiate] 
are asking bankers to eo'back 
voluntarily on loans to business 
to dampen the fires of specula- 


Washington is also asking 


consumers to fight price rises 
by spending more carefully. But 
most consumers seem to oe tak- 
ing the altitude that Ihc prob- 
lem is meeting higher bills by 
trving for higher income. 


And just now much of the 


public isn't sure who is winning, 
or even exactly wfral they re 
fighting for. and is pretty con- 
fused as to what lies ahead.
